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The  impressive  record  rolled  up  by  this  past  season's  Blackbirds  was 
not  handed  out  on  a  silver  platter,  as  you  would  well  know  had  you  seen 
"gri-idiron  greats"  sweating  it  out  when  practice  began  in  September.  Quite 
a  few  boys  whose  names  had  heretofore  not  "been  up  in  lights"  showed 
their  worth 'in  practice,  such  as:  Jack  ^^llsbrook.  Bob  Page,  Pete  Booth, 
Charles  Thorne,  Du'Re  Cockrell,  CHfton  Moore,  and  many  others. 

Jimmy  Landis  and  Tommy  Matthews  were  co-captains  of  this  year's 
squad  and  the  season's  first  string  dependables  were:  Jimmy  Landis  and 
Clyde  Henderson,  ends ;  Brooks  Page  and  tommy  Matthews,  tackles ;  Fred 
Augst  and  Dan  Wheeless,  guards;  David  Dawson,  center:  Pat  Patterson 
and  Jack  Allsbrook,  halfbacks:  George  Grant,  quarterback:  Leo  McDuffie, 
fullback. 

From  the  scores  for  the  season,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  Rocky  Mount  High 
really  had  a  powerhouse  of  a  team.  The  Birds  rolled  up  a  total  of  235  points 
while  their  opponents  scored  only  51  points.  We  lost  only  to  Wilson  and 
Raleigh,  and  closed  the  season  second  place  in  the  Eastern  Conference. 

The  Blackbirds  put  Rocky  Mount  on  the  map  by  their  outstanding  play- 
ing and  received  many  honors  from  the  football  critics.  Pat  Patterson  was 
named  for  the  All-Southern  team :  Jimmy  Landis  played  on  the  All-State 
team  while  Tommy  Matthews,  Fred  Augst,  and  Pat  Patterson  were  given 
Honorable  Mention  for  the  same :  all  four  of  the  boys,  Fred,  Pat,  Tommy, 
and  Jimmy,  made  the  All-East  Conference  team  :  Jimmy  and  Tommy  played 
in  the  Shriner's  game,  and  Coach  Caruso  was  head  coach  for  that  game. 

The  Blackbirds  played  their  final  game  for  the  year  on  Thanksgiving 
against  Hampton  Roads  which  had  been  the  runner-up  for  the  championship 
title  in  Virginia.  Although  the  Virginians  had  a  fine  team,  the  home  town 
boys  whipped  them  by  a  score  of  14  to  7.
